The  effect  of  flattery  upon  young  ministers  any  way 
inclined  to  vanity,  is,  to  puff  them  up  with  a  false  idea 
of  their  own  consequence  and  superiority,  and  raise  the 
eipeetatioii  that  wherever  they  go  they  will  be  hailed  us 
prodigies  or  superior  beings ;  and  when  they  go  abroad 
io  the  world  and  do  not  continue  to  receive  it  from  all, 
or  generally,  they  think  themselves  neglected,  their  ta¬ 
lents  and  worth  unappreciated,  and  oAcn  leave  the  min¬ 
istry  in  contenipt  and  disgust.  If,  however,  they  are  in¬ 
curably  addicted  to  vanity,  and  can  not  live  but  by  flat¬ 
tery,  their  leaving  the  ministry  is  no  loss,  but  great  gain 
to  the  profession. 

By  the  foregoing  observatiotis  on  the  flattery  ofien  ad¬ 
dressed  to  the  self  conceited  young  preacher,  we  do  not 
ucac  to  condemn  the  practice  of  bestowing  a  well  timed 
compliment  or  commendation  on  the  meritorious  labors 
of  worthy  yoaiig  men  in  the  ministry.  So  fur  from  this, 
we  believe  that  expressions  of  approbation  and  coin- 
niendaiion  are  often  wiihliolden  where  they  arc  merited 
and  where  too  their  bestowment  would  be  attended 
with  (he  happiest  results.  Wiieie  the  young  minister  is 
uuidest,  meek,  unassuming,  and  especiully  where  be  is 
diffident  of  his  own  abilities,  (though  possessing  talent 
and  moral  worth,)  a  judicious  and  timely  conunenda- 
tion  of  his  labors  and  performances,  is  frequently  pro¬ 
ductive  of  great  beiieflts  both  to  the  subject  nnd  (he 
came  in  which  he  is  engaged.  It  itispircs  him  with  a 
deiirable  and  necessary  confidence,  strengthens  his 
handsand  encourages  his  heart  in  the  good  caii.se.  And 
even  thongh  the  first  or  youthful  performance  in  such  a 
caae  may  be  defective,  or  fall  below  mediocrity,  some 
conuiiciidaiion  from  friends,  or  a  word  of  eiicaiiragCment 
tiily  spoken,  may  do  great  good  by  preventing  his  being 
wholly  di^(^tl^1gc(l  and  giving  him  the  assurance  that  by 
railhfiilness  and  perseverance  he  will  finally  succeed  in 
the  work  of  the  ministry. 

But  in  withholding  nr  bestowing  romplinipiits  nnd 
(<pencoiniiiendatioiis  on  young  mini.sters  of  the  Gospel, 
ajuit  estimate  shunid  bn  formed  and  great  discriinina- 
lion  made,  according  to  the  leading  and  distinctive  cha¬ 
racteristics  of  the  subject.  While  the  modest  and  the 
diffident  ore  often  greatly  benefiiled  and  improved  by 
them,  the  vain,  arrogant  and  self  conceited  are  liable  to 
be  injuriously  if  not  futally  utfected  by  the  same  things. 
While  it  is  the  healing  halm  and  nourishing  bread  to  the 
one,  it  isihe  deadly  Uohan  Upas  to*iiie  other.  These 
things  should  he  constantly  home  in  mind, both  by  cler¬ 
gymen  and  laymen,  in  their  intercourse  with  young 
men  just  entered,  or  entering,  on  the  duties  of  the  min¬ 
istry.  It  is  generally  an  easy  matter  lo  determine,  in  re¬ 
gard  to  a  young  man  whether  he  is  vain  and  arrogant, 
or  modest,  difliilciit,  and  unctssiiming. 

We  feel  inclined  to  approve,  rather  than  condemn, 
ilia  practive  among  ministeis,  when  a!n<emhled  at  Con-
